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the financial question is the all import- 
ant one, the one that is engaging the 
attention of our lawmakers as well as all 
other classes I will write a few 
thoughts on the subject. It seems Oon- 
gie98 knows as little about it as any of 
ui. To prove the assertion we have but 
to ko back to 18!C when we saw Congress 
assembled in extra session to enact some 
measure that would give relief. After 
consuming a great deal of time they re- 
pealed the Sherman act, as it was called, 
which was the cause of all our trouble. 
They told us it was the cause of gold be- 
ing shipped abroad, that it destroyed 
confidence. Its repeal they said would 
restore confidence, stop the flow of gold 
out of the country and put us on the 
road to prosperity. Did it do it ? On 
the contrary there was more than $20,- 
000,000 of gold shipped in 1891, than ever 
before in one year, and if theie is 
any truth in what the President says 
the government's credit is in danger. 
We have seen the President send a spec- 
ial message to Congress recommending 
a financial plan that would restore con- 
fidence and stop the shipment of gold by 
placing a debt of $500,000;000 on tne gov- 
ernment for which it would receive noth- 
* ing or at least pay no expenses of the 
government. There has been several 
other plans considered, all looking to the 
same end. All favoring a single stand- 
ard. I think there is where the trouble 
comes in It seems Congress and the 
President are willing to do any thing 
rather than give silver the recognition it 
ought to have. They are not willing to 
have that coined that w s have paid for. 
Talk to them of giving the people a 
paper currency with all legal t nder 
qualities they will cry fiat money; money 
that will depreciate and so on. Will 
some one tell why a paper currency 
bucked by the government is not good 
when her bonds are at a premium which 
U only the promise of the government to 
pay and on paper at that. Of course, if 
we place no limit on the amount it issues 
then there would be great danger. 1 
claim the government can stamp $500,- 
000,000 of paper currency and make it as 
good aa her bonds for the same amount. 

The money power has been controlling 
legislation tor thirty years in the iuterest 
of the few aa against the many. All leg- 
islation has been in favor ol gold and 
against silver Uold has nevi r been the 
money of the people and never will be. 
If there is no legislation before 1890 giv- 
ing silver the recognition it ought to 
have the party that will place a distinct 
silver plank In its platform will sweep 
the country. The Republican party can 
not consislautly do that and if the Dem- 
ocratic party don't return to her former 
principles and discard her present lesd- 
i re, she can not. The Democratic party 
has been sound on the financial question 
In the past.

In other words, the gold that is to be 
paid for the new issue of bonds is gold 
that has already been drawn out of the 
treasury to satisfy the I'.uropean demands 
for that metal. Instead of getting this 
g >ld sgain in the natural way— that is 
say, by the sale of our surplus products 
abroad Mr. Cleveland iscompelling the 
people to go in debt to buy it.

Of the towns hero marked, wo are 
concerned with only two; Corte anrl 
AJaocio. Tho former is tho old home of 
the Buonapartes; the latter, tho place to 
which the family removed just at the 
time when, by the birth of a mun-child 
clad with thunder, it was destined to 
emerge from mediieval ohscuritios, star- 
like, Birias-like, into the open sky of 
fame. 

The genesis of Napoleon touches a re 
markable ethnic condition. Nearly all 
of the West-Aryan raoes havo contribut- 
ed to the population of the island in 
which he was born. The people and the 
architecture alike show traces of all 
these renioto but potent influences in de- 
termining the final raco-charaoter of the 
Corsicans who, after tho fifteenth cen- 
tury, bocamo essentially Italian. The 
race is thus composite in its derivation

environment — the narrow confines of the 
island, its mountainous character, its 
pleasant situation in thepollnci.l waters 
of the Mediterraifeau, its easy distance 
from tho long bending line of ouoof the 
most famous coasts of tho world — has 
tended powerfully, by the reaettoas of 
nature on the human animal, to estab- 
lish and confirm tho small Insular race 
whose ono man was destined to give it 
a conspicuous placo in human annals. 

Tim Buonapartes wi re true Corsicans. 
The family reaohes back obscurely into 
the Middle Ages. The name is Italian, 
and shows linguistically an origin as 
remote us tho lieuaissanoe. There were 
Italian as well usC'orsican Huouapartes. 
A family of this iinuie lived in the To*, 
can city of Haizana; another perhaps, 
in Genoa, and another at Florence. Es- 
amplca are fonud in which the spelling 
is givon thus— Buona Parte. They of 
Haraiana were ennobled in the sixteenth 
oentory, and continued to write their 
name with a di, or de, until tho epoch 
when the Oreat One was born. The no- 
blesse, however, became attenuated, 
both in Tuscany and in the island, 
whereto a branch of the family, at some 
unknown .lute, removed and established 
itself al Corte or Ajaooio. 

At the middlo of the eighteenth cen- 
tury the head of the Corsican Buona- 
partea was Joseph, grandfather of Na- 
poleon. Tho family resided at Corte, in 
the center of the island. Joseph received 
a pateut of nobility from the grand duke 
of Tusoauy, making bin o patrician; 
and this wortbleaa distinction was oar 
ried dowu to bis sou, Carlo Buonaparte, 
whose rights were confirmed by tho 
Archbishop of Pisa and the Kiug uf 
Kranoe. 

The geographical position of Corsica 
made it a bone of contention among tho 
Powers. From the sixteenth to tbo eight- 
eenth century the island waa under the 
•naerainty of Genoa. Tho people were 
partisans. Homo favored the (ieuix so; 
some, the French; and ....... . other Ital- 
ian States. At the middle of the eight 
eeuth century, there was turliuleu.e. 
The patriots rone against Genoa, and a 
certain General Von Neuhof was about 

. to be made king, when a French army 
ander General Marboauf was aunt into 
tb« island to tiring it into subjection 
Tbe French had Just lost tbelr colonial 
empire in North America, and were 
anxious to make a gain lu the Mediter- 
ranean to emu. rl.alunce tbe (towing 
power of Great Britain.

Tbe cause of 
Paoll fell before overwhelming odds, 
and in May o( 1 l«8. Corsica waa form
